|T. O. Herman Explains Need 


This Year for Caution 
and Cooperation 





While the heavy rains during the 
season have greatly aided the Up- 
land district, all that has been 
gained and much more can be lost 
within a short time if there is not 
the proper cooperation in fire pre- 
vention and in reporting fires, T. 
state fire warden for 
this district, said today in issuing 
an appeal for assistance, 

Two trucks are available in fire 
fighting and two men will be on 
duty continuously, one patrolling 
and the other at the headquarters 
awaiting call, The two trucks are 
Jocated north of Alta Loma near 
the northern end of Amethyst ave- 
nue. . 

“All fires outside the Upland city 
limits are to be reported to us 
there,” Mr. Herman said Tele- 
phone number at the fire head- 
quarters is Upland 8727-R-4. “Need 
for cooperation and fire prevention 
is greater now than it has ever 
been. The heavy rains have caus- 
ed a heavy undergrowth and fire 
will be more easily started and 
much harder to control,” 

No burning is to be done without 
Mr. Herman said 
persons planning to burn 
brush should obtain a permit in 


advance. Getting a permit will 
also save time and expense in in-

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American Flag 


June 14. Flag day, las ever carried the deepest meaning to 
every true American, This year the day carries a tenfold 
significance, us the nation eelebrates the two hundredth anni- 
versary of the birth of George Washington. For to General 
Washington, tradition credits a leading part in the very de- 


signing of the flag, and what he did to give it meaning is and 
will be known to every American as long as our country lives. 








On June 14, 1777, Congress resolved; ‘‘That the flag of thei 
thirteen United States be thirteen stripes, alternate red and 
white, that the Union be thirteen stars, white in a blue field, 
representing a new constellation.” 

In these simple words, authority was given to General 
Washington to design the flag, and on the same day tradition 
has it that he went to the house of Betsy Ross on that visit 





which has become one of the finest pages of American folk lore. 
With him, according to the account, went Robert Morris and! 
George Ross. one of the signers of the Declaration of Independ- \ 
ence and the uncle of Betsy Ross’s deceased husband. | 

On entering her modest house in Arch street, P hilade!phia, | 
they are said to have found Mistress Ross busy at her needle- | 
work and humming a tune—softly, however, so that she might 
hear the tinkle of the bell on the door of her shop at the front 
of the house—and General Washington thus simply stated his | 
errand : 

‘Mistress Ross, 
a flag for our country.
